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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Regarding claim 1, the term "information content" on line 9 has already been 
defined and should be replaced with -the information content- to improve the clarity of 
the claim language. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Dorenbosch 
et al. (US 6,055,229). 

Regarding claim 1, Dorenbosch et al. anticipates: 
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A method for optimizing display of information content on a client device 
(abstract), 

the method comprising: 

determining an efficiency with which the client device can process information 
content when it is stored in a first storage format versus when it is stored in a 
second storage format (column 4, line 65-column 5, line 9, where a format of 
content is chosen, such as color or monochrome, according to require a lesser 
amount of data transmitted, seen as being able to more efficiently process the 
information, since less data sent would require less processing of data by the 
client); 

determining the transmission capabilities of a wireless communication link used 
to send information content to the client device (column 4, lines 37-54, where the 
communication links used to transmit data are analyzed); and 
based on the efficiency with which the client device can process the information 
content in the first and second storage formats and based on the transmission 
capabilities of the wireless communication link, determining whether to send the 
information content to the client device in the first storage format or the second 
storage format (column 4, lines 55-59, with data regarding the communication 
links being used and column 4, line 65-column 5, line 9, where efficiency of the 
storage formats are computed, and this is seen as determining what format to 
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transmit content to the mobile device based on efficiency and communication link 
capabilities). 

Conclusion 

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

"Annotation-based Web content transcoding" (Hori et al.) teaches rendering web 
content differently for client devices based on physical and performance 
constraints. 

"Web Page Filtering and Re-Authoring for Mobile Users" (Bickmore et al.) 
describes automatically converting web documents to mobile formats.
